Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district,  along  with 
the  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  3 1st, 
1913,  together  with  Local  Government  Board  Forms  1,  2,  3 & 4, 
and  Form  C,  for  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Great  Harwood  is  situate  in  a somewhat  hilly  district  in  North- 
East  Lancashire,  about  5 miles  North-East  of  Blackburn,  and  is 
in  the  Darwen  Parliamentary  Division. 

The  principal  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods,  in 
which  a large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged. 

The  following  streams  form  the  boundaries  on  three  sides  of  the 
district : — the  River  Hyndburn  (which  discharges  into  the  River 
Calder)  on  the  East  side,  the  Dean  Brook  lies  on  the  North  side, 
and  on  the  South  side  the  Norden  Brook. 

Considering  this  is  a manufacturing  district,. these  streams  are 
comparatively  free  from  pollution. 

The  land  on  which  the  Town  is  built  slopes  in  a South-Easterly 
direction,  and  this  allows  a good  share  of  the  suns  rays,  besides 
rendering  great  aid  in  its  rapid  and  complete  drainage. 

The  houses  are  of  an  up-to-date  type,  and  constructed  chiefly  of 
stone  and  good  bricks. 


The  District  covers  an  area  of  2868  statute  acres,  and  the 
population  at  the  fast  census  was  13,815.  In  1880  the  population 
was  6,281 . 
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Within  its  boundaries  the  Dean  Clough  Reservoir  is  situated, 
the  owners  being  the  Accrington  District  Gas  & Water  Board,  and 
from  this  source  the  town  obtains  its  water  supply. 

This  consists  chiefly  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  from  the 
surrounding  hills. 

The  reservoir  is  situated  well  out  of  the  town,  and  is  protected 
from  all  sources  of  pollution. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  1158  hrs.  43  mins.  Sunshine,  and 
44’ 18  inches  of  rain.

The  inhabitants  of  the  district  are  of  a thrifty  and  industrious 
class,  and  as  I have  previously  stated  are  chiefly  engaged  (both 
male  and  female)  in  the  Cotton  Mills. 

During  the  year  267  Births  have  been  registered,  viz  : — 129 
Boys  and  138  Girls.  Estimating  the  population  at  14,000,  this 
gives  a yearly  Birth-rate  of  19  per  1000  of  the  inhabitants. 
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The  Birth-rate  for  1912  was  2 1- 9,  and  for  the  five  previous 
years  19 '8. 

With  regard  to  Vaccination  and  Smallpox,  out  of  the  267  births 
registered,  it  is  a lamentable  fact  that  156  persons  have  obtained 
exemptions  from  vaccination. 

20  children  have  died,  3 have  been  postponed,  5 are  said  to  be 
insusceptible  to  vaccination,  and  20  remain  unaccounted  for. 

The  number  of  exemptions  are  greatly  increasing  year  by  year, 
and  I very  much  fear  that  at  some  future  time,  if  we  should 
unfortunately  have  a case  of  Smallpox,  it  would  readily  become 
epidemic,  as  so  many  persons  will  be  unprotected  by  vaccination, 
and  they  would  easily  be  susceptible  to  the  infection. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  numbered  169,  viz  : — 77  males  and 
92  females.  This  gives  an  annual  deathrate  of  12  per  1000  of 
the  population. 

16  of  these  deaths  occurred  outside  your  district,  leaving  153  or 
10’92  actually  occurring  in  Great  Harwood. 

The  deathrate  for  1912  was  11  per  1000,  and  for  the  five 
previous  years  11‘25.

The  deathrate  amongst  children  under  one  year  of  age  per  1000 
births  was  97'37,  compared  with  52*  1 1 during  1912,  and  for  the 
five  previous  years  99.73. 
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Although  the  rate  for  191 8 is  higher  than  the  rate  for  1912,  it 
is  still  very  satisfactory,  and  the  increase  can  be  partially  accounted 
for  by  the  birth  of  triplets  which  were  weakly  children,  and  died, 
as  well  as  a case  of  twins  which  succumbed  under  similar  circum- 
stances.

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38  persons  have  died  who  were  over  70  years  of  age,  one  of 
whom  had  reached  the  advanced  age  of  90,  and  one  each  81,  83, 
84,  87,  88  and  89  years  respectively. 


During  the  year  the  following  cases  of  Zymotic  diseases  have 
been  notified  to  me,  viz  : — Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  15,  other 
Tuberculous  Diseases  2,  Scarlet  Fever  35,  Diphtheria  and  Mem- 
braneous Croup  12,  Enteric  Fever  2,  Erysipelas  5,  and  Puerperal 
Fever  1. — Total  72. 


From  the  above  causes  18  deaths  have  occurred,  viz  : — 9 Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis,  5 other  Tuberculous  Diseases,  2 Diphtheria, 
1 Scarlet  Fever,  and  1 Puerperal  Fever. 


The  Zymotic  deathrate  for  the  year  is  1‘28  per  1000,  against  a 
deathrate  of  1*21  in  1912,  and  0T4  in  1911. 


Whenever  an  infectious  disease  is  notified,  the  house  is  visited, 
disinfectants  supplied,  verbal  and  printed  instructions  given  with 
regard  to  isolation  and  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and 
if  possible  the  source  of  origin  traced.  After  each  case,  disinfec- 
tion of  the  room,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  is  carried  out.  62  cases 
were  so  treated  during  the  year. 


In  cases  of  Tuberculosis  the  same  action  is  taken,  and  a copy  of 
the  instructions  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  supplied, 
but  the  removal  of  a patient  to  a Sanatorium  is  vested  in  the 
County  Council,  5 patients  have  been  removed  to  sanatoria  during 
the  year  from  this  district. 


The  arrangements  made  with  the  Accrington  Corporation  where- 
by infected  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  can  be  conveyed  and  disinfected 
at  their  disinfecting  station  are  still  in  operation. 


As  a preventative  of  Diarrhoea,  etc.,  during  the  summer  the 
following  handbill  was  printed  and  distributed  throughout  the 
district  : — 
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“ A word  of  warning  might  be  given  to  the  inhabitants,  as 
Diarrhoea  or  English  Cholera  is  very  apt  to  make  its  appear- 
ance at  this  season.  Free  ventilation  of  dwellings,  clean 
back-yards,  frequent  flushing  of  drains  and  galleys,  and 
thorough  cleansing  and  lime-washing  of  rooms  is  absolutely 
essential.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  milk  and  other 
articles  of  food  should  be  protected  from  flies,  etc.,  as  these 
insects  are  dangerous  carriers  of  disease.  Fine  pieces  of 
muslin  might  be  used  for  this  purpose.  The  residents  ought 
to  be  careful  with  regard  to  their  diet,  and  should  refrain  from 
eating  over  or  under-ripe  fruit  or  other  food  of  an  indigestible 
nature.” 


Many  sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year,  10  earthenware  privies  have  been  abolished,  and  31  fresh 
water  closets  have  been  fixed.

The  sewage  undergoes  treatment  by  continuous  precipitation  and 
irrigation  at  ihe  Clayton-le-Moors  and  Great  Harwood  Joint 
Outfall  Sewage  Works.  A scheme  for  extension  of  the  works  is 
now  under  consideration.  The  estimated  outlay  being  about 
£15,000. 


The  removal  of  nightsoil,  etc.,  and  the  scavenging  of  the  town 
has  been  efficiently  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  your 
Inspector  of  N uisances,  &c. 


The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  on  inspection  been  found  to 
be  in  a satisfactory  state.  9 notices  have  been  served  for  Lime- 
washing,  etc.,  during  the  year. 
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The  registered  Lodging  House  in  De!ph  Road  (for  men  only) 
has  been  periodically  visited  and  generally  found  in  a satisfactory 
state. 


The  food  exposed  for  sale  on  the  Public  Market,  and  in  the 
shops  has  been  frequently  examined  and  always  found  to  be 
sound  and  wholesome. 


We  have  only  two  Slaughterhouses  in  the  town,  a public  one 
belonging  to  the  Council,  and  the  other  one  owned  by  the  Great 
Harwood  Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  both  are  under 
the  constant  supervision  of  myself  and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 


The  butchers  are  of  a respectable  class  and  very  careful  in  the 
selection  of  cattle  for  slaughter,  although  7 carcases  have  been 
found  on  inspection  to  be  more  or  less  tuberculous,  3 of  which 
were  wholly  rejected  along  with  the  hind  quarter  of  another  one, 
and  the  same  were  seized  and  destroyed  under  the  supervision 
of  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 


Two  milk  cows  which  were  suffering  from  “ Tuberculosis  with 
Emaciation  ”,  have  been  removed  from  the  district  and  destroyed 
by  the  action  of  the  County  authority. 


The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  is  satisfactory,  and  disin- 
fectants are  supplied  to  the  caretakers  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning 
floors,  flushing  the  closets,  drains,  etc. 


The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  found  on  inspection  to 
be  kept  in  a cleanly  state.  Two  Cowsheds  were  found  on  inspec- 
tion to  be  deficient  in  light  and  ventilation,  and  the  owner  has 
been  notified  to  remedy  the  defects. 


The  milk  supply  is  excellent,  being  particularly  wholesome,  free 
from  adulteration,  and  kept  and  distributed  under  cleanly 
conditions. 


The  Tripe  Boiling  Works  which  are  the  property  of  the  Council 
are  frequently  inspected,  and  are  kept  in  a cleanly  state. 
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Under  the  Housing  & Town  Planning  Act  105  houses  have  been 
inspected.  Defects  were  found  in  85  houses  consisting  of 
insufficient  light,  air  and  ventilation,  plaster  off  the  walls,  defective 
roofs,  floors,  staircases,  and  insanitary  backyards. 

No  closing  orders  have  been  necessary,  but  16  of  the  houses 
have  been  put  into  a fit  state  for  human  habitation,  and  the 
remaining  19  houses  are  now  being  dealt  with. 

29  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Several  new  streets  have  been  formed,  sewered  and  paved,  and 
some  of  the  main  streets  repaved. 

I consider  the  deathrate  to  be  exceedingly  low  for  a manu- 
facturing district,  and  will  bear  favourable  comparison  with  most 
other  Lancashire  Towns  and  Urban  Districts. 

In  conclusion,  I congratulate  you  on  the  satisfactory  sanitary 
condition,  and  I earnestly  thank  you  for  the  encouragement  and 
support  which  you  have  always  given  me.

Earthenware  Tanks  as  early  as  circumstances  will  permit. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  72  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been 
notified,  viz  : Scarlet  Fever,  35  ; Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup,  12  ; Enteric  Sever,  2 ; Krysipelas,  5 ; Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, 15;  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases,  2;  and  Puerperal  Fe\er,  1. 

The  cases  were  investigated  and  the  particulars  relating  thereto 
were  oblaine  1 and  in  due  course  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  drains  and  general  surroundings  were  examined  and  any 
nuisances  found  dealt  with  immediately. 

Disinfectants  were  supplied,  verbal  and  printed  instructions 
given  as  to  isolation  of  patient,  use  of  disinfectants,  absence  of 
children  from  schools,  &o. 

After  the  patient  had  recovered,  the  rooms,  bedding,  &c.,  were 
disinfected  to  the  best  advantage  as  circumstances  would  permit, 

62  houses  were  so  treated  during  the  year. 
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“HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT.” 

105  houses  have  been  inspected  duriug  the  year  in  the  following 
streets  : — St,  Edmund  Street,  Princess  Street,  Cliffe,  Cliffe  Square 
■ and  Lowerfold. 

Defects  were  found  in  35  of  the  houses  which  consisted  of 
defective  back-yard  flagging  dampness  caused  through  defective 
slates  and  troughing,  plaster  off  the  walls,  defective  bedroom  floors 
and  staircases. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  legal  notices. 

Defects  at  16  houses  have  been  remedied,  and  the  remaining  19 
are  now  being  dealt  with. 

The  Local  Government  Board  are  pressing  Inspectors  throughout 
the  country  to  carry  out  their  duties  under  this  Act,  and  in  order  to 
fill  up  the  statistics  required  by  them,  more  of  my  time  will 
have  to  be  devoted  to  this  work  during  the  year. 

In  my  opinion  more  houses  are  required  in  the  district, 
especially  for  persons  employed  here,  but  who  are  now  residing  in 
adjoining  Townships  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  houses. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 


The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  kept  under  super- 
vision, and  the  Sanitary  conditions  are  in  compliance  with  the 
laws  relating  thereto.

LODGING  HOUSES 

6 visits  have  been  made  at  the  Lodging  House  in  Delpli  Road 
(for  men  only)  and  it  has  generally  been  found  fairly  satisfactory. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  farms  have  received  attention  during  the  year,  and  the 
limewashing  of  shippons,  &c.,  attended  to. 

The  attention  of  the  Estate  Agent  has  been  called  to  two 
Shippons  which  were  found  on  inspection  to  be  badly  lighted  and 
insufficiently  ventilated. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS. 

The  Urinals  have  been  regularly  cleansed  ami  disinfectant  fluid 
freely  used. 

Fish  refuse,  &c.,  is  collected  from  green-grocers  shops  five  days 
per  week,  between  7 and  8-30  a.m. 

The  Public  Market  has  been  regularly  cleansed. 
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SCAVENGING  AND  NIGHTSOIL. 

Tlie  staff  in  this  department  consists  of  eight  labourers  and  four 
horsemen. 

The  majority  of  the  receptacles  for  house  refuse  are  built  of 
brick  and  stone  and  provided  with  proper  doors  and  coverings. 

We  have  also  about  670  dustbins,  and  this  system  continues  to 
grow,  and  no  doubt  is  the  most  sanitary. 

The  principal  streets  are  swept  two  and  three  times  weekly 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  bye  streets  once. 

912  loads  of  water  have  been  used  for  street  watering. 

We  have  36  Pail  Closets  in  the  out  districts  and  these  are 
emptied  weekly. 

During  the  year  the  following  number  of  loads  of  house  refuse,
